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At  the  close  of  the.  semi-annual 
meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  April  18-19,  a  friend  of  mis¬ 
sions  who  has  been  intimately 
acquainted  with  the  work  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  for  twenty- 
five  years,  was  heard  to  remark: 
“This  was  the  best  meeting  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  I  ever  at¬ 
tended.”  With  the  exception  of  three 
or  four  state  representatives,  every 
member  of  the  Board  was  in  at¬ 
tendance.  We  have  never  seen  mani¬ 
fested  a  finer  spirit  or  a  higher 
purpose.  The  Board  realized  that  it 
faces  the  most  significant  world  mis¬ 
sion  opportunities  in  the  history  of 
Southern  Baptists,  and  has  confident 
expectations  that  at  the  close  of  this 
world  war,  doors  everywhere  will  be 
opened  to  the  Gospel. 

Twenty  new  missionaries  were  ap¬ 
pointed,  nine  for  Africa,  five  for 
China,  two  for  Palestine,  two  for 
South  America,  and  two  for  Mexico. 
The  appointees  to  Africa  are:  Mary 
Frances  Hammett,  Greer,  South  Caro¬ 
lina;  Ray  Porter  Ingram  and  Mrs. 
Ingram,  Fort  Worth,  Texas;  Jarrett

bama:  Annie  Josephine  Rines,  Mem¬ 
phis,  Tennessee;  Loreta  Rees  Wat¬ 
kins,  Birmingham,  Alabama;  William 
Jackson  Williams,  M.  D.,  and  Mrs.

Catholics  can  put  on 
a  bingo  party  in  Cincinnati  and  in 
one  month  raise  enough  money  to 
pay  for  a  year’s  broadcast  over  most 
any  network.  The  beer  barons  make 
enough  profits  in  one  week  to  do  the 
same!

Warner  Robbins,  Ga. —  (RNS) — 
Workers  at  the  Army  Air  Forces 
maintenance  center  here  do  not  at¬ 
tend  church  as  often  as  the  military 
personnel,  despite  the  fact  that  their 
church  affiliation  is  higher  than  the 
national  average,  a  survey  among 
the  15,000  civilian  residents  of  the 
war-born  boom  city  reveals. 

It  was  found  that  although  73  per 
cent  of  the  homes  in  the  civilian 
community  are  officially  connected 
with  a  church  and  that  25  per  cent, 
though  not  members  of  a  church,  had 
definite  religious  preferences,  only  7 
per  cent  are  going  to  church  on  Sun¬ 
days,  whereas  12  per  cent  of  the  mili¬ 
tary  personnel  attend  services  reg¬ 
ularly. 

The  data  obtained  will  be  used  to 
assist  churches  established  here  to 
keep  in  touch  with  their  members. 
Contacts  will  be  made  with  each 
newly-arrived  resident  and  opportun¬ 
ities  will  be  offered  civilians  to  hold 
their  own  devotional  services  in  the 
repair  hangars  during  rest  periods.

When  denom¬ 
inational  leaders  and  church  leaders  have  a  passionate  spirit  at  this  point 
the  King’s  Business  will  pick  up.  We  do  not  recall  a  dominant  passion  at  this 
point  in  a  single  organization  through  the  years.  We  sinned  ourself  right 
here.

“2.  We  are  not  to  be  stewards  simply  because  God  made  us  but  because  He

Although  The  Baptist  Record 
has  been  classed  by  the  War 
Production  Board  as  a  news- 
jKiper  and  therefore  is  not  yet  un¬ 
der  any  paper  restrictions,  there 
is  no  guarantee  that  rationing  will 
not  come.  There  have  been  three 
amendments  to  the  rationing  pro¬ 
gram  since  lXH:cmbcr,  and  any¬ 
time  rationing  may  come. 

Concerning  the  paper  shortage, 
we  quote  from  a  recent  editorial 
in  the  Clarion-Ledger: 

"Faced  with  a  critical  shortage  of 
wood  pulp,  from  which  paper  is  made, 
the  War  Production  Board  months 
ago  took  action  to  meet  the  emer¬ 
gency.  Seeing  no  hope  for  an  in¬ 
crease  in  labor  available  for  forests 
and  factories,  the  board  concerned 
itself  with  two  plans. 

"First  and  foremost  was  conserva¬ 
tion  of  available  supplies.  To  this 
end,  newspapers,  the  largest  users, 
were  given  definite  quotas  in  tonnage 
for  each  quarterly  period  of  the  year. 
The  second  plan  was  to  boost  col¬ 
lection  of  waste  paper,  which  can 
be  used  only  in  making  containers. 

"Quotas  established  for  news¬ 
papers  were  smaller  than  their  re¬ 
quirements.  The  problem  was  further 
complicated  by  great  increases  in 
newspaper  circulation.  These  factors 
combined  to  pose  a  real  problem  for 
publishers.  Compliance  with  restric¬ 
tions  has  resulted  in  loss  of  advertis¬ 
ing  revenue  and  mounting  complaints 
from  readers. 

"There  is  nothing  a  publisher  can 
do  but  comply  with  this  win-the-war 
order.  Newspaper  readers  can  aid  in 
the  critical  days  ahead  by  saving  all 
waste  paper  and  turning  it  in  to  the 
salvage  drives  or  to  waste  paper 
dealers.  The  more  waste  paper  made 
available  for  containers,  the  more

Report  of  Executive  Secretary  to 
State  Convention,  April  4-6,  1944 

A  number  of  things  connected  with 
our  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  task 
today  have  a  tendency  to  cause  us  to 
look  backward  and  take  note  of  vari¬ 
ous  milestones  along  the  way,  and 
to  look  forward  into  the  future  with 
greater  determination  and  courage 
to  go  forth  and  conquer  the  world 
for  Christ.

that  a  few  weeks  later  He  com¬ 
manded:  ‘‘Go  ye  and  make  disciples 
of  all  nations.” 

Next  year  Southern  Baptists  will 
celebrate  their  one  hundredth  anni¬ 
versary.  We  gaze  backward  and  re¬ 
call  the  many  victories  we  have  won 
but  we  also  look  at  our  failures. 
Twenty-five  years  ago  we  were  shout¬ 
ing  victory  because  the  armistice  had 
been  signed  giving  the  Allies  the 
opportunity  to  write  the  terms  of 
peace.  Today  pestilence  that  walks 
in  darkness  and  destruction  that 
wasteth  at  noonday,  overshadows  us 
all  and  leads  us  to  evaluate  the  words 
of  Jesus:  "Be  of  good  cheer,  I  have 
overcome  the  world.”  God  still  rules 
and  reigns  and  we  still  have  the  im¬ 
pelling  challenge  of  our  "Unchanged 
Task.” 

8hall  we  use  the  record  of  our  W. 
M.  U.  twenty-five  years  ago  as  a 
measuring  rod  to  make  some  com¬ 
parisons. 

Enlistment  has  always  been  a  fun¬ 
damental  of  the  work  of  our  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  and  we  are  con¬ 
stantly  faced  with  that  great  task. 
Twenty-five  years  ago  we  had  a  total 
of  813  organizations,  this  year  we 
have  a  total  of  1909.  Wait  a  moment 
before  you  rejoice  too  much — at  that 
time  there  were  672  W.  M.  Ss,  and 
rfl  young  people’s  organizations,  now 
there  are  631  W.  M.  S.  and  1278 
auxiliaries.  Indeed  we  do  rejoice  be¬ 
cause  of  the  greater  number  of  young 
people  enlisted  but  how  can  we  ac¬ 
count  for  the  loss  in  W.  M.  S? 

Realizing  that  gifts  to  missions  are 
tests  of  our  interest  in  and  love  for 
His  Kingdom,  we  are  happy  to  show 
great  progress  in  stewardship.  A 
quarter  of  a  century  ago  our  total 
gifts  to  missions  for  that  year  were 
$24,243.05 — this  year  we  registered 
$237,430.65.  That  year  we  gave  $4,- 
312.50  to  the  Christmas  offering— this 
year  $36,442.49.  To  Home  Mission 
Season  of  Prayer  offering  our  record 
shows  $3,236.75  and  the  record  for 
this  cause  in  1943  was  $21,850.22. 
8urely  these  gifts  register  a  response 
to  the  stewardship  plans  of  Woman’s 
Missionary  Union. 

Our  full-graded  A-l  Unions  show  a 
decrease  over  last  year.  We  believe 
the  reason  for  this  is  the  constant 
changing  of  our  leaders  which  is  due 
to  the  effects  of  war.  The  ones 
reaching  this  high  goal  are  as  fol- 


initely  into  a  deeper  and  abiding 
interest. 

Our  Training  School  expense  schol¬ 
arship  and  State  scholarships  have 
been  faithfully  and  adequately  pro¬ 
vided  through  the  W.  M.  U.  specials. 
We  have  not  had  a  deficit  in  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years.  The  former  Training 
School  students  have  repaid  $162.50 
on  loans  through  the  year. 

Since  long  distance  travel  has  been 
greatly  reduced  we  have  planned  for 
our  institutes  for  the  study  of  the 
Year  Book  to  be  held  by  associa¬ 
tions.  Last  January  such  institutes 
were  held  in  every  county  except 
two,  with  a  state  or  southwide  repre¬ 
sentative  meeting  with  each  group. 
We  are  grateful  to  record  2591  women 
present  from  392  churches  in  65  asso¬ 
ciations.  We  are  so  grateful  to  Miss 
Mary  Christian,  Birmingham,  and 
Miss  Wilma  Bucy,  Atlanta,  for  their 
valuable  contribution  to  the  work  in 
both  time  and  effort. 

A  backward  look  leads  us  to  say 
as  Joshua  of  old,  "O  Lord  God,  thou 
hast  begun  to  shew  thy  servant  thy 
greatness,  and  thy  mighty  hand:  for 
what  God  is  there  in  heaven  or  in 
earth,  that  can  do  according  to  thy 
works,  and  according  to  thy  might.” 
A  forward  look  shows  us  the  land 
that  remalneth  yet  to  be  possessed. 
May  no  task  seem  too  hard,  no  vision 
too  lofty,  as  we  make  our  plans  to 
make  known  His  deeds  to  a  broken 
world.

Six  times,  God  intervened 
in  World  War  I  in  a  way  that  was 
decisive.  But  for  His  intervention 
the  Allies  would  have  lost.  God  does 
not  use  the  weapons  that  men  use. 
His  weapons  are  more  effective. 
When  the  Germans  ran  up  the  white 
Gag  in  November.  1918,  it  was  not 
because  we  had  beaten  them  to  their 
knees  by  the  resistance  we  gave  them, 
but  it  was  because  God  had  said! 
“They  shall  not  win.”  God  did  it! 

On  September  6,  1914,  the  victori¬ 
ous  German  army  was  in  sight  of 
Paris.  They  had  advanced  there  in 
exactly  five  weeks.  The  Kaiser,  from 
his  headquarters,  through  his  binocu¬ 
lars,  could  see  the  Eiffel  Tower.  The 
resistance  of  the  French  seemed  to 
have  been  as  broken  as  it  was  in 
June,  1940.  They  were  fleeing  in 
panic  before  the  sweep  of  the  Ger¬ 
man  tide. 

Suddenly,  the  Germans  halted  their 
advance.  For  47  hours  not  a  shot 
was  fired.  Their  troops  were  tired 
but  not  exhausted.  They  were  en¬ 
countering  only  comparatively  weak 
resistance.  They  were  cockily  con¬ 
fident  that  their  triumph  was  certain 
They  stopped  to  refresh  themselves.' 
They  had  captured  much  wine  and 
champagne.  They  took  time  out  to

that  year. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  times  the 
Bible  tells  us  of  God’s  use  of  the 
wind,  His  wind.  We  know  that  by  it, 
He  destroyed  the  Spanish  Admada  in 
1588.  We  know  that  if  Columbus  had 
followed  the  course  he  planned,  he 
would  have  landed  somewhere  be¬ 
tween  Boston  and  Savannah  on  our

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discovery.  If  he  had  done  so.  North 
America  would  have  been  Latin 
America  lust  as  is  Mexico  and  South 
America.  It  was  not  in  God’s  purpose 
for  that  to  happen.  When  he  got 
out  to  sea,  Columbus  listened  to  the 
advice  of  his  associates,  and  they 
followed  the  general  direction  by 
which  the  winds  gave  them  the  most 
help. 

I  have  been  where  this  incident 
occurred.  I  read  about  it  when  it 
happened  and  for  days  afterward. 
And,  there  on  the  ground  in  1923, 
the  story  was  told  me  again  by  those 
who  were  there  when  it  occurred  At 
Ypres,  Belgium,  at  4:00  p.  m.,  April 
15,  1915,  the  Germans,  for  the  first 
time,  used  poison  gas.  They  expected 
with  it  to  breach  the  British  lines 
to  break  through  to  the  channel 
ports,  to  separate  the  British  from 
the  French  armies,  and  to  turn  on 
the  flank  of  each  and  destroy  them. 

The  Germans  are  very  thorough  in 
what  they  do.  They  had  studied 
their  meterological  records  back  over 
a  period  of  thirty-nine  years.  Dr. 
Schmaus,  their  great  authority,  told 
them  they  could  count  on  the  wind 
blowing  from  the  southeast  towards

ing  their  lighter  advanced  units, 
suddenly,  out  of  what  was  practically 
a  cloudless  sky,  there  came  what  is 
known  as  a  flash  flood,  cloudburst. 
And  it  kept  on  raining.  The  Piave 
became  a  small  Niagara.  Many  Ger¬ 
mans  and  much  of  their  material 
were  swept  into  the  sea.  The  lighter 
advanced  units  were  cut  off  from 
their  support.

They  had 
planned  to  sweep  through  Italy,  enter 
France  at  the  South,  and  swing  back 
up  through  France,  and  thus  dispose 
of  Italy  and  France  before  the 
strength  of  America  might  be  felt. 
General  Foch,  the  supreme  Allied 
commander,  telegraphed  his  con¬ 
gratulations  for  the  great  victory  to 
General  Diaz,  the  Italian  commander. 
General  Diaz,  discerningly,  answered 
with  the  Latin  exclamation,  "Deus 
fecit!”  which,  being  translated,  is 
God  did  it!" 

When  the  Germans  saw  that  they 
had  a  long  war  on  their  hands,  they 
were  much  concerned  for  adequate 
food.  They  planned,  in  1917,  to  pro¬ 
duce  the  greatest  crop  of  potatoes  by 
far  than  they  had  ever  grown.  They 
thought  they  had  perfected  their 
agronomy  until  they  were  able  to  de¬

narrow  channels  they  had  to  navi¬ 
gate.  The  storm  destroyed  or  caused 
to  surrender  enough  submarines  to 
break  the  back  of  the  German  under¬ 
water  assault.  God  did  it! 

Not  infrequently  the  Lord  uses 
clouds  to  hinder  those  whom  He 
would  hinder.  One  hundred  and 
fifty-two  times,  the  Bible  tells  us  of 
God’s  dealings  with  the  clouds,  His 
clouds. 

In  the  summer  and  early  fall  of 
1918,  the  Germans  had  air  superiority 
over  the  Allies  in  France.  It  looked 
like  they  were  going  to  shoot  us  out 
of  the  skies,  when,  suddenly,  our 
harried  fliers  would  find  themselves 
outnumbered  In  unequal  combat,  and 
from  nowhere,  there  seemed  to  come 
a  cloud  in  which  they  could  hide  and 
escape. 

I  read  about  it  in  the  papers  then. 
.When  I  began  to  prepare  this  mes¬ 
sage,  I  remembered  it.  I  hesitated, 
however,  to  use  this  incident  because 
I  had  the  feeling  that  people  had 
forgotten  it  and  they  would  think  it 
was  just  a  tale.  But  I  was  so  certain 
In  my  own  mind  of  It  that  I  decided 
to  go  ahead  and  put  it  In.  The  sec¬ 
ond  time  that  I  delivered  this  mes¬ 
sage,  it  was  heard  by  Colonel  Wright, 
the  comrrtander  of  Key  Field  Air 
Base.  He  came  to  me  after  I  had 
finished  And  he  said,  “You  are  right 
about  those  clouds  coming  from  no¬ 
where.  I  was-  there  as  a  flier  then. 
More  than  once,  the  Germans  had 
me,  when,  suddenly,  there  was  a 
cloud  where  a  few  moments  before 
there  had  not  been  one,  and  I  es¬ 
caped.”  A  few  months  later,  I  gave 
this  message  in  Memphis,  Tenn.,  and 
atfer  the  service  another  man  came 
and  said,  “Preacher,  I  know  about 
those  clouds  In  France  in  1918.  I  was 
a  filer  In  World  War  I.  They  saved 
my  life  more  than  once.”  Last  July 
I  gave  this  message  in  New  Hebron, 
Miss.  The  next  day  a  mail  carrier 
saw  me  and  said,  “Preacher,  those 
clouds  in  France  saved  my  life  four 
or  five  times  In  1918.  I  was  a  flier 
there.  The  Germans  would  have  me 
so  that  there  was  no  chance  to  get 
away,  and  then  the  Lord  wrapped 
me  up  In  a  cloud,  and  I  got  out." 
God  did  it! 

III.  Yes,  God  won  World  War  L 
If  It  had  not  been  for  His  inter¬ 
ventions,  the  Germans,  not  we,  would 
have  been  the  victors. 

But,  alas,  we  defeated  God’s  pur¬ 
pose  by  our  failure  after  the  Armis¬ 
tice.  Our  failure  brought  on  this 
war.  We  will  see  more  of  that  in  the 
last  message. 

One  thing  we  need  well  to  remem¬ 
ber.  God  won  World  War  I,  and  He 
will  decide  who  shall  be  the  victor  in 
World  War  II.  When  peace  comes 
and  Germany  and  Japan  are  van¬ 
quished,  it  will  be  God  who  will  have 
done  It.  Except  for  His  intervening 
help,  our  enemies  would  have  con¬ 
quered  us.  Every  American  and 
Englishman  and  Frenchman  should 
think  of  the  victory  which  came  to 
us  on  November  11,  1918  as  on< 
which  the  help  of  God  brought.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  P.  Pierson  of  El 
Paso,  Texas,  were  appointed  for  work 
in  Mexico. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  O’Neal,  who  were 
on  the  ill-fated  Zam  Zam,  en  route 
to  Africa,  were  reappointed  and  Dr. 
O'Neal  plans  to  leave  early  this  sum¬ 
mer  for  Ogbomosho,  Nigeria,  where 
Southern  Baptists  have  maintained  a 
mission  hospital  for  a  number  of 
years. 

Dr.  Maddry  reported  Increased  re¬ 
ceipts  in  1943,  totaling  $2,297,735.05  of 
which  amount  $747,416.57  was  con¬ 
tributed  by  Southern  Baptist  women 
in  the  Lottie  Moon  offering  (the  next 
day  after  the  Board  adjourned, 
Treasurer  E.  P.  Buxton  announced 
that  the  Lottie  Moon  cash  receipts 
now  total  more  than  $760,000).  The 
gifts  for  1943  were  an  increase  over 
the  preceding  year  of  $624.566  55. 
Southern  Baptists  gave  approxi¬ 
mately  one-half  million  dollars  for 
World  Emergency  Relief.  The  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  is  providing  a 
reserve  fund. for  postwar  reconstruc¬ 
tion  and  rehabilitation  in  the  sev¬ 
enteen  mission  fields  occupied  by 
Southern  Baptists. 

Dr.  Charles  E.  Maddry  reaffirmed 
his  purpose  to  retire  in  1945  as  Execu¬ 
tive  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  although  he  covets  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  continuing  to  lay  world 
missions  on  the  hearts  of  Southern 
Baptists,  after  being  relieved  of  the 
arduous  duties  of  administration.  The 
Board  honored  Dr.  Maddry  by  un¬ 
veiling  his  portrait,  painted  by  a 
famous  Virginia  artist. 

Dr.  Everett  Gill,  Jr.,  in  presenting 
the  portrait  to  the  Board,  and  Dr. 
Ryland  Knight,  in  accepting  in  be¬ 
half  of  the  Board,  paid  deserved 
tributes  to  Dr.  Maddry  as  a  glorious 
missionary  leader.  He  came  to  the 
Board  in  the  time  of  the  deepest  de¬ 
pression  and  the  indebtedness  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  was  far  be¬ 
yond  $1,000,000.  By  his  courage,  faith, 
consecration,  compassionate  heart, 
and  unremitting  toil,  Dr.  Maddry  led 
Southern  Baptists  out  of  the  depths, 
and  gave  them  a  new  vision  of  their 
obligation  to  a  lost  world.  Now  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  is  not  only 
out  of  debt,  but  has  more  than  $1,- 
000  000  in  reserve  for  the  unprece¬ 
dented  demands  and  opportunities 
hat  will  face  us  when  the  war  closes.

GREENVILLE  RECEIVES  ABOVE 
ONE  HUNDRED  AT  REVIVAL 

During  an  eight-day  meeting.  108 
members  were  received  into  First 
Baptist  Church,  Greenville,  61  by 
baptism.  Dr.  W.  H.  Knight,  secretary 
of  the  Louisiana  Convention  Board, 
was  guest  preacher.  The  auditorium 
of  the  First  church  was  taxed  to  ac¬ 
commodate  the  evening  crowds  and 
there  was  record  breaking  attendance 
at  the  morning  services.  The  church 
had  made  ample  preparation  for  the 
meeting.  For  weeks  Pastor  C.  S.  Hen¬ 
derson  had  emphasized  the  import¬ 
ance  of  preaching,  prayer  and  per-^ 
sonal  work  as  factors  of  a  great 
revival.  Preceeding  the  meeting,  un¬ 
der  the  auspices  of  the  Training 
Union,  the  church  conducted  a  School 
of  Evangelism  attended  by  more 
than  150  members.  Dr.  Henderson 
taught  a  class  in  "Soul  Winning”  out 
of  which  wais  formed  a  band  of  per¬ 
sonal  workers  who  met  daily  during 
the  revival  for  prayer  and  plans  for 
personal  work.

CHISIS  IN  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 


CHURCHES  CHARGE  HPB 
FAVORITISM 


The  Southwestern  Baptist  Religious 
Education  Association,  in  annual  ses¬ 
sion,  in  Forth  Worth,  Texas,  with  an 
attendance  of  more  than  150  religious 
education  workers  representing  ten 
Southern  Baptist  states,  presented 
the  following  statement: 

"We  find  that  the  churches  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  are  fac¬ 
ing  an  increasing  shortage  of  direc¬ 
tors  of  religious  education.  Around 
one  hundred  now  seeking  such  work¬ 
ers  are  unable  to  secure  them.  This 
is  due  primarily  to  the  fact  that  our 
churches  have  not  in  the  past  given 
these  men  a  vocational  rating  com¬ 
parable  to  that  given  teaching  min¬ 
isters  of  other  evangelical  denomina¬ 
tions.  .  .  .  The  efficiency  of  religious 
and  moral  teaching  and  training  in 
our  churches  has  been  weakened  at  a 
time  when  the  youth  of  the  land  are 
facing  the  most  critical  situation  any 
generation  of  youth  ever  confronted, 
as  the  current  crime  wave  demon¬ 
strates. 

"We  also  find  that  these  workers 
are  handicapped  for  the  same  reason 
when  they  seek  to  enter  the  chap¬ 
laincy.  The  term,  educational  direc¬ 
tor  4s  not  understood  by  the  national 
committee  dealing  with  this  work. 
They  have  to  go  under  the  title  of 
assistant  pastor  and  must  have  had 
twice  as  long  an  experience  as  the 
pastor  in  order  to  qualify.  .  .  .  This 
is  not  true  with  other  professional 
workers  such  as  pastors,  doctors, 
nurses  and  technicians.  There  is  a 
growing  tendency  to  give  definite  rec¬ 
ognition  to  these  workers  and  thus 
correct  the  problem.  At  the  meeting 
of  the  representatives  of  the  three 
Southern  Baptist  seminaries  at  Louis¬ 
ville  in  1942,  a  resolution  was  passed 
urging  the  denomination  to  give  such 
recognition  to  these  workers  as  local 
churches  saw  fit  to  give.  A  similar 
recommendation  was  presented  by  the 
Executive  Committee  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  the  same  year. 
Since  that  time  nearly  a  score  of 
Southern  Baptist  churches  in  about 
eight  states  have  recognized  these 
vocational  workers  in  religious  educa¬ 
tion,  either  by  licensing  or  ordaining 
them  and  designating  them  as  min¬ 
isters  of  education  rather  than  edu¬ 
cational  directors. 

"The  basis  of  this  special  setting 
apart  is  founded  on  the  conviction 
that  these  workers  are  called  of  God 
for  this  service  and  dedicated  to  this 
cause.  The  New  Testament  recognizes 
teachers  as  well  as  prophets  and 
apostles  as  vocational  workers  in  the 
church  (Ephesians  4:11).  We  feel  that 
recognition  by  churches  and  the  de¬ 
nomination  is  solving  the  problems 
mentioned  above  and  if  followed  gen¬ 
erally  by  Baptist  churches  in  the 
South,  will  not  only  help  to  save  the 
cause  of  religious  education  but  also 
enable  vocational  workers  to  go  into 
the  service  of  their  country  in  line 
with  their  life  work." 


nilding  Materials  Refused  to  Three 
Congregations  in  War  Town — Aged 
Supported  by  Florida  Gamblers 


Macon,  Ga..  March  7 — Develop¬ 
ments  in  connection  with  the  Warner 
Robins  Air  Depot,  a  wartime  indus¬ 
trial  community  near  Macon  that  has 
mushroomed  into  existence  during 
the  past  two  years,  warrant  the  as¬ 
sertion  that  the  church  is  being  dis¬ 
criminated  against  by  the  War  Pro¬ 
duction  Board.  While  multiplied 
millions  have  been  spent  in  con¬ 
structing  acres  of  factories,  shops  and 
warehouses,  and  other  millions  for 
the  erection  of  barracks,  housing 
units,  hospitals,  dormitories,  schools, 
USO  centers,  recreation  halls,  thea¬ 
ters,  swimming  pools  and  bowling 
alleys,  it  has  been  absolutely  impos¬ 
sible  to  obtain  essential  materials  for 
the  building  of  a  church  that  would 
cost  a  few  thousand  dollars.  All 
applications  made  to  WPB  by  con¬ 
gregations  at  Warner  Robins  have 
been  turned  down  with  the  statement 
that  the  project  should  be  postponed 
for  the  duration. 

Three  New  Congregations 
Lark  Housing 

So  at  present,  in  a  community  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  permanent,  with  a 
civilian  population  of  approximately 
10,000,  where  millions  of  dollars  have 
been  spent  to  provide  modern  facil¬ 
ities  for  virtually  every  other  interest, 
three  newly  organized  congregations 
are  struggling  along  under  the  most 
deplorable  conditions.  The  Baptists 
are  worshipping  in  an  old  dilapidated 
country  school,  the  Methodists  in  a 
crude  structure  that  was  used  as  a 
temporary  office  by  constructing  con¬ 
tractors,  and  the  Presbyterians  in  a 
onetime  railroad  station.  Apparently 
the  WPB  believes  that  religious  life 
is  of  negligible  importance  in  an 
emergency. — Christian  Century.

fine  Christian  lady  who  hesitated  to 
accept  a  ^fcfcce  as  superintendent  of 
a  department.  She  was  told  that  the 
work  was  planned  in  detail  in  the 
text,  and  that  no  previous  experience 
was  necessary.  She  said,  “I  will  do 
my  best.’’  Before  the  school  was  over 
she  volunteered  her  service  for  the 
next  year.  She  became  one  of  the 
best  teachers  I  have  ever  known. 

4.  Enlargement  Opportunity.  There 
are  always  some  children  in  the  Va¬ 
cation  Bible  school  who  are  not  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Sunday  school.  They  can 
easily  be  transferred  from  the  Vaca¬ 
tion  Bible  school  roll  to  the  Sunday 
school  roll  by  private  conversation 
and  by  letting  the  school  go  over  into 
the  Sunday  school  hour  the  following 
Sunday  morning  with  commencement 
exercises  preceding  the  preaching 
service.  I  have  added  entire  families 
to  the  Sunday  school  roll  in  this 
manner.

5.  Social  Contact  Opportunity.

Several  years  ago,  in  a  conference 
on  Vacation  Bible  school  work,  Dr. 
Homer  Grice  said,  "A  Vacation  Bible 
school  will  help  your  church."  He 
was  talking  to  one  pastor  at  least 
who  had  never  made  a  place  in  the 
yearly  program  of  his  church  for  the 
Vacation  Bible  school.  There  was  no 
conviction  as  to  the  value  and  bless¬ 
ing  of  the  Vacation  Bible  school,  but 
there  was  a  desire  to  help  the  church. 
That  year  a  Vacation  Bible  school 
was  recommended  to  the  church. 
The  church  voted  to  accept  the  re¬ 
sponsibility.  We  have  had  a  school 
each  year  since,  and  now  it  is  a  re¬ 
peated  item  in  our  calendar  of  church 
activity,  as  much  so  as  the  “annual 
revival.”  The  school  is  financed 
through  the  church  budget.  The 
principal  of  the  school  is  elected  when 
other  officers  and  teachers  of  the 
church  are  elected.  He  has  a  year  to 
plan  the  school. 

Listed  below  are  some  reasons  why 
the  Vacation  Bible  school  is  in  the 
yearly  program  of  our  church: 

1.  Evangelistic  Opportunity.  Almost 
every  Vacation  Bible  school  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  conversions.  Registration 
cards  locate  the  lost  among  Juniors 
and  Intermediates.  All  members  of 
the  faculty  are  given  the  names  of 
these  children,  and  are  urged  to  seek 
the  Holy  Spirit’s  leadership  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  their  salvation. 

2.  Bible  Teaching  Opportunity.  You 
can  do  more  constructive  Bible  teach¬ 
ing  in  two  weeks  in  the  Vacation 
Bible  school  than  you  can  in  six 
months  in  the  Sunday  school.  And 
we  all  know  the  value  and  benefit  »f 
the  Sunday  school.  That  is  saying  a 
great  deal,  but  if  you  do  not  believe 
it,  try  it. 

3.  Enlistment  Opportunity.  Not  all 
Sunday  school  teachers  will  be  in  a 
position  to  give  two  weeks  to  the 
Vacation  Bible  school.  I  have  dis¬ 
covered  and  enlisted  more  teacher 
material  for  the  Sunday  school 
through  the  Vacation  Bible  school 
than  in  any  other  way.  When  once 
they  taste  it.  they  like  it.  Many  vol¬ 
unteer  to  be  workers  in  the  school 
next  year.  I  am  thinking  now  of  a
